W hile the crowd of over three thous­ 
and colored excursionists who visited 
Gettysburg on Monday were compara 
tively orderly there was no little dis­ 
satisfaction

of the Baltimoreans here on one day.

ago the

Bullet Wound Which Caused Death 


Was Near Right Ear and Clean Cut. 
No Sign of Burning of Hair—Say 


8hot Was Fired Five Feet From Vic­ 
tim's Head. 


Washington, Sept. 14.—When 
the 
body of Lieutenant Jam es N. Sutton, 
Jr., the young marine officer, who mot 
his death about two years ago at An 
napolls, was 
exhumed at Arlington 
cemetery, an autopsy performed by 
physicians representing the navy do- 
I mr tm cut and young Sutton’s mother, 
disclosed the fact that no bones were 
broken, 
although 
a contusion 
was 
found over tho right eye. 
It had been Mrs. Button’s cont* ntion 
that her son’s arm had been broken in 
tho fight which preceded bis death, 
and that this being the case, the shot 
which ended his life could not have 
been self-inflicted. 
Dr. George Tully Vaughan, who rep­ 
resented Mrs. Stilton at the autopsy, 
said that th #1 bullet wound which liad 
caused his death wajs threo 
inches 
above the right ear and was cl*an cut. 
There was no indication that the ba r 
and scalp had been burned by powder. 
Surgeon Spoor, who represented the 
navy department, declined to make a 
statement, saying that he intended to 
make a report direct to the navy de­ 
partment. 
Dr. Vaughan will make a full writ­ 
ten report of the finding at the autopsy 
to Mrs. Sutton. He issued the follow­ 
ing statem ent for the press: 
Condition of the Body. 
"I found the body in a fair state of 
preservation, excepting a softening of 
the chest, trunk and arms. I found no 
broken bones. There was a contusion 
or bruise over the right eye. about 
two and a half inches by one and a 
half Inches. The bullet wound in the 
scalp was three inches above the right 
ear. 
Therw was no sign of burning of 
the hair. 
There were twro or three 
cuts in connection 
with 
the 
bullet 
wound, one in the scalp near the bullet 
hole and the other about the middle of 
the scalp 
This last cut may have 
been mad* at the postmortem or by a 
blunt instrum snt before death.” 
Attorney Van Dyke, associate coun­ 
sel with Henry E Davis in the Sutton 
rase. said the autopsy disclosed that 
neither the arm nor any ribH were 
broken. The bullet hole was made by 
a bullet from a thirty-eight caliber re 
voiver, bs said. 
A thirty eight c aliber 
revolver was found beside the body. 
The hole was clean cut. There mer* 
no cracks running from it and no 
breakage 
Mr. Van Dyke said that r ' 
ter consultation with experts in gun 
shot wounds he was convinced tha» 
the shot was fired at least ti vs fe* 
from the victim’s head, 
lf it had been 
flrsd at close range, he said, the bull* t 
would have cracked the skull and gone 
clean through the head

THE PARASITE DODDER. 
The w orst enemy of clover ana alfal­ 
fa held** Is dodder, a parasitic plant 
whose seed is light gray, yellowish or 
brown aud about the size of red clover 
seed aud very 
hard to distinguish 
from it. Dodder seed germinates in the 
ground, sending uj> a slender, thread­ 
like stem, yellow or reddish in color, 
which at once attaches itself to Its 
host plant, the one on which it sponges 
for a living. 
Twining closely around 
the stem or leaf, It sends Its sucking 
organs into the tissue and lives on Its 
juices, weakening or killing the plant 
The dodder stem may be cut into any 
uumber of pieces, but if attached to 
clover or alfalfa each section will 
thrive. 
The dodder flowers and pro­ 
duces abundant seed, which drop to 
the ground for another season. Clover 
that Is Infested with dodder not only 
mats together and kedges, hut Is cured 
with difficulty and bas been known to 
cause scours in cattle when fed as 
hay. 
Once established In an alfalfa 
field, dodde** Is likely to ruin It. 
In 
clover the damage Is not so great, for 
being a biennial, the clover Is used in 
a rotation, the dodder dying out when 
it has no clover plants on which to 
subsist.

A COSTLY EXPERIENCE. 
By way of showing that hawks and 
owls are Iii reality friends and not 
enemies of the farm er a recent maga­ 
zine article cites an experience which 
the state of Pennsylvania hod a score 
of years ago. 
In the year 1885 the 
state 
legislature passed 
what was 
known as the scalp act. which author­ 
ized the payment of a bounty of 50 
cents a heed on all hawks and owls 
killed in the state. 
Under this act 
bounties were paid on 100.000 birds. 
which was accepted by the farmers as 
pretty good proof that the chicken 
killers were exterminated. 
But this 
was not the end of their troubles. 
Within a period of two years gophers, 
field mice and noxious Insects a p o u r­ 
ed in such nuinliere that the farmers 
were powerless to cops with them, and 
the losses which they suffered from 
this source as the direct result of the 
indiscriminate hawk and owl slaugh­ 
ter were placed at $4,000,000. A W ash­ 
ington authority has found that ini per 
cent of the food of the red shouldered 
hawk, usually known as the ‘'hen 
hawk," consists of injurious mammals 
and Insects, while 200 droppings of the 
barn owl were found to contain the 
skulls of 454 small mammals, 225 of 
this number being of the destructive 
field or meadow mouse.
